The commonwealth has always been a positive force in Americay 
history, and it is believed that no better time could be found for, 
statement of the life inherent in the States than when the unity of 
the nation has been assured; it is hoped by this means to throw 
new light upon the development of the country and to give a fresh 
point of view for the study of American history.

While The Story of Siegfried exemplifies the sublime old-world spirit of the Gothic 
nature myths, its counterpart, Zhe Story of Roland, is less remote, and the incidents, though 
equally wonderful, are of a more human character, and appeal with greater force to our sympa- 
thies. In Mr. Baldwin’s hands the different legends of Roland and his companions are here 
fused into a straightforward story; and the history, the manners and customs of the time, as
